Nippon Air 
Base At Lae 
Is Biasted

Gen. MacArthur's Headquar- 


ters, Australia, Sept. 1 vAP) — 
Allied 
fighter 
planes roared 


above the Milne Bay jungles of 
Eastern 
New 
Guinea today 


heavily strafing- any Japanese 
remnants left by the veteran 
Australian land troops who were 
mopping up the enemy. 


A severe night attack was 


made on the Japanese Air Base 
at Lae, 400 miles to the north- 
west, and skirmishes on land 
developed at nearby Salamaua. 
Other sharp fighting was re- 
ported at Kokoda at the base of 
the towering Owen Stanley 
range half way to the most ad- 
vanced allied base at Port 
Moresby. 


Can't Find Japs 


The known Japanese surviv- 


ing the allied ambush at Milne 
Bay were pushed back into a 
narrow peninsula north of the 
Bay. 
Day long reconnaissance 


flights Ifalled to undercover any 
evidence of Japanese troops, In- 
stallations or stores beyond in 
the thick jangle. 
The pilots, 


however, saw three damaged 
barges and three tanks bogged 
in the muck and mud, all mute 
evidence of the stoutness of the 
Australian land forces. 


Gen. MacArthur's 
bombers 


dropped ten tons of explosives 
on the Lae airdrome, leaving it 
smoking and battered. 
Japanese dispositions were tested 


by ground patrols in the moun- 
tainous Kokoda area, 60 miles from 
the allied base at Port Moresby, and 
Allied fighter pilots swooped low 
with raachinegUES chattering to as- j 
sist. 


Some Skirmishes 


Skirmishes again developed also 


in the region of Salamaua, on the 
northeast coast. Bombers struck at 
enemy ports on both sides of Sala- 
maua—at- Buna, the beachhead of 
the Kokoda Salient, as well as at 
Lae.

WANTS PRICE 
OF HARD COAL 
OFF CEILING 


By WICK TEMPLE 
Harrisburg, Sept. 
I 
(AP)—The 
Federal government today was urged 
by Mark 8. James. Pennsylvania 
Secretary of Commerce, to "take the 
price ceiling off anthracite and let 
the operators and miners get a little 
profit while they Have the oppor­ 
tunity.” 
"Put them on an equal basis with 
other 
industries 
and 
workers." 
James, head of the Anthracite com­ 
mittee, said in an interview. "Oth­ 
ers are benefitting from the war 
program and certainly the mining 
industry should also because it is 
very essential to the defense effort." 
The Office of Price Administration 
last April froze the F. O. B. mine 
price at $6 75 a ton for the larger 
domestic sizes, 50 cents more than 
was asked in the winter of 1940-41. 
This and other prices were made 
subject to a 50-cent discount on 
April deliveries. 40 cents in May 30 
in June and continuing at that rate 
until the maximum was restored. 
Have no Profit 
The OPA at that time declared an 
increase in anthracite prices would 
"militate against the national price 
stabilization program," and that tra­ 
ditional seasonal discounts were "in­ 
dispensable to the success of the 
nation's plan to move the greatest 
possible amount of solid fuels dur­ 
ing the summer to clear the car­ 
riers for further war time demands 
in the fall." 
"Ceilings were placed on coal but 
none on products that go Into tile 
mine," declared James, “Coal com­ 
panies are not making any profit 
and they can't pay the miners any 
more than the present wages. They 
havent had a profit in the last IO 
years. 
"It’s hard work down there In the 
mines where the diggers risk their 
lives. They are entitled to more pay 
with living costs going up but how 
are they going to get it if ceiling 
prices are continued?”

MEAT WILL BE 
RATIONED FOR 
CONSERVATION 


Washington, Sept. I (AP)—Amerl- ! 
cans will be asked by the govern­ 
ment soon 
to forego the 
extra 
steaks and chops they are able to 
buy with their record-breaking pay I 
envelopes, and In about four months 
all meat will be rationed. 
Secretary of Agriculture Wlrkard 
announced last night that the food 
requirements committee had decld-1 
ed on rationing as the best method 
of assuring an equitable distribution 
of what he termed the largest live­ 
stock production in history. 
Meanwhile, a conservation cam­ 
paign, possibly Including "meatless 
days," will be instituted to limit 
civilian consumption of red meats 
to about the same average amount 
as has been eaten per capita dur­ 
ing the last ten years. 
2H Lbs. Per Week 
"It will give our civilians approxi­ 
mately 2 H pounds of meat per per­ 
son per week," Wickard said, "as 
contrasted with the one pound to 
the British civilian, 12 ounces to the 
German, five ounces to the Belgian. 
It Is an adequate meat supply. Wh*n 
you add in the increased supply of 
poultry, and cheese, and dry beans 
we have, it provides a top-notch 
diet for us.” 
In discussing the rationing deci­ 
sion, he said: 
"We ought to manage the supply 
so that the housewife who can’t get 
to the store until afternoon won’t 
be forced to do without; so that 
everyone has a chance to buy hts 
fair share of the total." 
Minimum 
requirements 
of 
the 
fighting forces and their Allies for 
the present marketing year will be 
6.000.000.000 tons, Wickard said. 
"On top of that, our civilian pop­ 
ulation, with the highest incomes 
on record, working harder than ever 
before, want more meat than ever 
before,” he added. "They would take 
about 21 billion pounds this year. 
Demand Exceeds Supply 
"The total demand adds up to 
more than the total supply: 27 bil­ 
lion pounds of demand; 24 billion 
pounds of supply.”
